No new cases of bubonic plague have been reported in this city for 
the past 16 days. At present 8 patients are undergoing treatment in 
the quarantine hospital.

Total number of deaths not given, 2 
deaths from enteric fever. Cases: Enteric fever 22 and scarlet fever 1. 

Cuba. — Month of October, 1908. Reports from the 6 provinces, 
having an aggregate population of 1,572,797, show as follows: Deaths 
from contagious diseases: Diphtheria 22, enteric fever 14, tetanus 6, 
leprosy 10, and 130 from tuberculosis. 

France — St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended October 15, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 101, including 
whooping cough 1 and 16 from tuberculosis. Cases: Enteric fever 
9, diphtheria 2. 

Nice.— Month of September, 1908. Estimated population, 150,881. 
Total number of deaths, 179, including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 5, 
and 32 from tuberculosis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended November 1, 1908. Estimated 
population, 36,830. Total number of deaths, 13, including 2 from 
tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended October 24, 
1908, correspond to an annual rate of 13.8 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand two hundred and twelve deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including measles 15, scarlet fever 6, diph- 
theria 11, enteric fever 5, whooping cough 11, tuberculosis 121, and 
70 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 12.4 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,671 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 1 from measles, 5 
from diphtheria, 1 from scarlet fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 19 
from diarrhea. 

Salford. — Week ended October 24, 1908. Estimated population, 
239,294. Total number of deaths, 77, including scarlet fever, 1, diph- 
theria 4, measles 1, and 7 from diarrhea. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 24, 1908, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 16.2 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Lisburn, viz, 4.5, and the highest in Tralee, viz, 26.4 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended October 24, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 13.3 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 14.8, and the 
lowest in Perth, viz, 7.4 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 467, including diphtheria 8, measles 2, 
scarlet fever 4, whooping cough 8, and 31 from diarrhea. 
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Portsmouth. — Two months ended October 10, 1908. Estimated 
population, 208,291. Total number of deaths, 379, corresponding to 
an annual death rate of 11.7 per 1,000. Deaths including diphtheria 
3, whooping cough 10, enteric fever 5, and 10 from diarrhea. 

Greece — Patras. — Two weeks ended October 15, 1908. Estimated 
population, 42,500. Total number of deaths, 13, including enteric 
fever 1, diptheria 2, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Jamaica — Kingston. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 52,065. Total number of deaths, 125, including enteric fever 
17, and 15 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Madagascar — Tamatave. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated 
population.
